THE  FREEDOM  OF  TOMORROW 

It  is  doubtful  whether  Herr  Hitler  realizes  that  his 
promise  of  a New  Order  would  give  us,  by  replacing 
the  English  word  with  its  Hebrew  equivalent,  a New 
Seder.  The  fact  is  that  we  Jews  would  be  delighted  to 
add  such  a ceremony  to  our  ritual,  and  we  would  celeb- 
rate it  with  enthusiasm  and  zest  to  mark  the  occasion 
of  his  downfall. 

While  it  is  true  that  Passover  represents  our  joy  in 
attaining  national  freedom,  it  also  signifies  our  general 
happiness  over  the  destruction  of  tyranny  and  des- 
potism. Apart  from  the  gain  that  came  to  us  as  a 
people,  the  events  in  Egypt  marked  the  will  of  the 
Creator  to  humble  those  who  become  drunk  with  power. 
In  a day  whent  it  was  inconceivable  that  a Pharaoh 
might  have  his  absolution  contested,  and  when  it  was 
certainly  unfathomable  that  the  challenge  would  be  is- 
sued by  an  enslaved  people,  his  all-powerful  throne  was 
rudely  shaken.  Perhaps  no  miracle  reported  in  the 
book  of  Exodus  ultimately  appeared  so  completely 
startling  as  that  which  witnessed  the  discomfiture  of 
one  whose  strength  was  supposedly  impregnable. 

It  may  take  one  or  a few  years  until  the  world  will 
again  see  the  viciousness  of  dictatorship  wiped  out, 
but  after  this  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished  will 
be  established,  the  force  of  the  freedom-ideal  will  make 
itself  felt  in  a society  where  equality  in  fact,  as  well  as 
in  theory,  will  create  the  instruments  of  its  own  opport- 
unity. The  gap  between  theory  and  fact  in  the  realm 
of  this  ideal  has  never  escaped  the  vision  of  clear  think- 
ers in  the  lands  of  democracy.  Unfortunately,  however, 
the  foundations  of  the  social  structure  had  settled  for 
so  many  years  that  practical-minded  students  feared  to 
disturb  them.  Today  with  the  collapse  of  many  stone 
walls  there  have  also  collapsed  many  of  custom’s  hoary 
pyramids,  and  we  are  in  position  to  rebuild  according 
to  the  blueprint  of  liberty. 

At  least  we  have  learned  one  lesson  well  by  this 
time.  Either  the  masses  will  be  encouraged  to  utilize 
their  privileges  as  citizens  in  such  a manner  as  to  win 
for  themselves  economic  and  social  security,  or  the 
seeds  of  a future  one-man  rule  are  again  planted.  Had 
the  democratic  countries  of  the  world  been  completely 


In  planning  the  education  of  our  young  we  enjoy 
a decided  advantage  over  what  the  communist  exper- 
iment attempted  in  its  educational  scheme.  For  Russia 
had  to  begin,  if  it  would  succeed  in  putting  over  its 
philosophy,  by  the  unnatural  procedure  of  instructing 
its  future  citizens  to  hate  their  parents  and  all  that 
their  parents  held  as  sacred.  Out  task  will  be  to  en- 
courage our  children  to  carry  into  actuality  the  aims 
of  civilization  to  which  we  have  verbally,  in  platform 
oration  and  printed  page,  always  accorded  the  highest 
honour.  Our  boys  and  girls  will  frankly  be  told  that, 
whi.e  we  are  convinced  of  the  value,  the  wholesomeness 
and  the  sanctity  of  our  principles,  we  failed  in  great 
part  to  invent  the  agencies  through  which  to  imple- 
ment them,  and  we  therefore  entrust  to  their  young 
mentality,  unburdened  with  the  harsh  mistakes  of  our 
habitual  indifference,  the  glorious  task  of  making  real 
the  dreams  to  which  we  cling. 

To  succeed  in  making  tomorrow  what  today  should 
have  been,  we  must  especially  widen  the  content  of 
instruction  in  our  religious  classes.  Although  we  refer 
to  our  age  as  conspicuously  irreligious,  it  is  never- 
theless true  that  we  still  turn  towards  the  ideals  of  re- 
ligion whenever  we  wish  to  portray  the  ideals  of  a 
better  humanity.  Yet  too  many  of  those  upon  whom  the 
responsibility  rests  to  give  spiritual  training  to  our 
young  become  lost  in  the  details  of  the  ceremonial  law 
and  remain  without  the  time  or  the  art  to  distil  for 
their  pupils  the  vast  principles  there  represented.  It 
does  not  take  special  genius,  but  it  does  require  care- 
ful planning  in  advance,  to  use  the  classroom  as  a 
laboratory  in  which  precise  balance  is  kept  between 
information  and  inspiration,  so  that  those  who  are 
taught  will  not  leave  with  too  thin  a diet  on  the  one 
hand,  or  too  heavy  on  the  other. 

Let  us,  therefore,  mark  the  overthrow  of  an  an- 
cient tyrant,  and  the  prayer  for  the  extirpation  of  his 
aping  contemporary,  by  the  observance  of  a ritual 
whose  principles  have  been  accurately  analysed  and 
discussed,  so  that,  “when  thy  son  will  ask  thee  tomor- 
row”, our  answer  will  be  refulgent  with  the  glories  of 
the  New  Seder’s  liberty.

Adath  Jeshurun  held  one 
of  the  largest  meetings  in  its  history 
on  Sunday,  April  6,  when  the  mem- 
bers came  to  my  tribute  to  Mr.  C. 
Caplan  on  the  occasion  of  his  seven- 
tieth birthday.  Mr.  L.  S.  Greenberg, 
the  president  of  the  synagogue,  who 
was  in  the  chair,  spoke  of  the  dis- 
tinguished record  Mr.  Caplan  made 
from  the  time  that  he  participated  in 
founding  the  congregation  almost  half 
a century  ago  until  the  present. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Freiiman,  honourary  pre- 
sident, was  then  called  upon  to  make 
the  presentation  of  an  appropriately 
inscribed  gold-headed  cane.  As  one 
past  president  to  another,  Mr.  Frei- 
man  saluted  the  sincerity  and  the 
devoted  labour  of  Mr.  Caplan’s 
career.  > 

Praise  flowed  freely  in  the  brief 
comments  of  other  co-workers,  and 
the  guest  of  honour  concluded  the 
speeches  by  a few  reminiscences  and 
a touching  expression  of  gratitude. 
The  members  thereupon  partook  of 
a generous  “Lechayim”  treat  furnish- 
ed by  Messrs.  Sam  and  Gordon 
Caplan. 


The  Morning  Minyan  Club,  that  has 
influenced  more  than  thirty  pupils  of  the 
Talmud  Torah  to  pray  every  morning, 
held  its  Goral  on  Sunday,  April  6.  Gerald 
Sherman  won  a military  wrist-watch 
(on  the  day  after  his  Bar  Mitzvah) 
while  valuable  games  went  to  Seymour 
Eisenberg  and  Joel  Cohen. 


Hadassah  War  Work  Rooms 

On  October  9th,  1939,  just  one  month 
after  War  was  declared,  the  Ottawa 
Hadassah  Council  opened  its  War  Work 
rooms  in  the  Kresge  Building,  Rideau 
Street.  These  rooms  were  operated,  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Red  Cross 
Society  of  Ottawa,  and  for  seven  months 
large  quantities  of  finished  articles  of 
sewing  and  knitting  were  sent  to  Red 
Cross.  All  materials  and  wool  were  sup- 
plied by  Red  Cross.  We  specialized  in 
hospital  supplies  of  all  kinds,  consisting 
of  pneumonia  jackets,  pyjamas,  hospital 
gowns,  surgical  gowns  and  caps,  bath- 
robes, etc. — in  fact  all  supplies  for  hos- 
pital use.  The  knitting  consisted  of 
supplies  for  soldiers,  seamen  and  air- 
force men,  such  as  socks,  sweaters,  hel- 
mets, scarfs,  mitts,  etc. 

On  May  1st,  1940,  the  rooms  were 
closed  for  the  summer  months.  In  June 
1940,  emergency  calls  were  received  from 
war-stricken  Europe  for  supplies  of 
clothing  for  Refugees  who  were  fleeing 
to  France  and  England,  due  to  the  op- 
pression in  Nazi-dominated  territories. 
Owing  to  this  extreme  emergency, 
Hadassah  again  opened  its  rooms,  this 
time  in  the  Talmud  Torah  Hall  on 
George  Street.  Since  that  time  we  have 
been  operating  steadily  for  four  days 
each  week. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  Talmud 
Torah  Board  for  allowing  us  the  use  of 
these  rooms,  rent  free,  and  we  know  that 
the  knowledge  that  they  are  assisting 
in  War  Work  is  a source  of  great  satis- 
faction to  them. 

Every  year  the  Junior  Hadassah 
Chapters  join  together  in  one  splendid 
effort  in  the  form  of  a Gala  Night  at 
the  Gatineau  Country  Club.  All  the  pro- 
ceeds from  this  endeavour  are  used  for 
Hadassah’s  War  Work,  and  the  upkeep 
of  our  rooms  is  one  of  its  main 
obligations. 

Since  June,  1940,  we  have  been  cor.- 
centarting  our  efforts  solely  in  making 
Refugee  clothing.  These  have  been  made 
from  our  materials,  all  expenses  being 
taken  from  our  War  funds.  These  sup- 
plies consist,  for  the  greater  part,  in 
women’s  and  children’s  dresses,  bloom- 
ers, pyjamas,  night  gowns,  and  infant’s 
layettes.  The  women  who  have  under- 
taken to  do  the  cutting,  designing  and 
sewing  have  ibeen  very  dilig-ent  and 
conscientious,  and  a great  deal  of  credit 
is  due  for  their  untiring  efforts. 

Recently  a West  End  sewing  group  was 
organized,  and  we  have  had  fine  reports 
of  their  progress.  We  are  expecting  big 
things  from  these  ladies  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  If  there  are  any  ladies 
who  would  like  to  organize  more  ©f 
these  groups,  we  would  be  more  than 
happy  to  supply  them  with  all  supplies 


and  materials,  and  to  co-operate  with 
them  in  every  way. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank 
all  Hadassah  workers  for  their  splendid 
co-operation  in  the  past  year  and  a half, 
and  may  we  express  the  hope  that  the 
coming  season  will  see  our  efforts  re- 
doubled. The  call  for  Refugee  clothing 
is  ever  urgent,  and  our  fighting  forces 
are  always  in  need  of  knitted  garments.
